Remarks o f the 
Rev T h o m a s 
W h i t t e m o r e , 


in the House of 
Representatives, on the bill abol­ 


ishing the disqualification o f witnesses 011 account o f 


their opinions on religious subjects. 
T he bill referred 


to was printed at length in the Morning Post of Sat­ 


urday loot. 
M r IV hittem ore, o f Cambridge, said that he did 
not consider him self the father o f the bill. 
T he order 
under which the com mittee was appointed, w as moved 
by the very respectable member from Harnstuble, and 
the Speaker bad seen fit to put him (Mr W hittem ore) 
on the committee 
IIe however did not draw the bill. 
He was willing it should com e before the House, and 
being now here, he should defend it. 
H e was very glad 
to hearth« remark com e from a gentleman whose head 
was covered with grey hairs, a member from one o f the 
isles o f the sea, (T isbury,) that our courts had noth­ 
ing to do with a man’s religion— it was a matter be­ 
longing exclusively to his conscience. 
So I believe, sir. 
I supposed that when the amendment to the third arti­ 
cle o f the Bill of Rights was finally passed, it became a 
settled question in Massachusetts that a man should not 
ha arraigned 011 account of his religious opinions. 
In 
this respect, every man stands on the same ground; 
and if one man shall be questioned by the courts, why 
not question all o f every religion. 
It has been said on this floor, Mr Speaker, that to 
put an atheist under oath is a solemn m ockery— a farce. 
Sir, an oath is the invocation o f the name o f God in 
giving testimony. 
T he question is not whether an athe­ 
ist shall sw e a r , but whether he shall g iv e testim on y. 
T his bill provides that if any person shall have scruples 
in regard to making oath, he may affirm in the manner 
and form provided by law for Quakers. 
In this w ay, 
atheists, (if there are any) will give testimony under the 
awful pains and penalties o f perjury, without the m ock­ 
ery and farce of making oath. 
But why do w e confine ourselves to atheists ? 
W hy 
not put the restrictions on others? 
W hy not inquire 
whether the different C hristian sects s h a ll not be incoui. 
petent ? 
Are atheists alone to he made outlaws ? If you 
mean to include others, where will you stop ? 
W here 
will you draw the dividing line ? 
At what place will 
you take your stand and say, “ hitherto shaltthou com e, 
and no further” ? 
W ho can tell who may next be set 
aside in our courts for his r e lig io u s opinions? 
Mr W . said, let me inform this House that I am no 
atheist— I have no communion with their view s. 
I am 
opposed to their sentiments from the crown of my head 
lo the sole o f my foot. 
N o notions were ever avow ed, 
that I regard with more abhorrence. 
But shall I on this 
account, cast thern out o f the protection o f the laws ? 
N o, sir, I will defend the liberty o f conscience for all 
men. 
T he member from Charlemont (Mr Field) has told 
us, that he objects to this bill, because it will exalt athe­ 
ists to an equality with the highly respectable class of 
Christians called Friends. 
And do w e then hear it on 
this floor, in the year 1S36, that one class o f the citizens 
are to be privileged above another? 
There is not a 
Quaker in this House, nor in the Com m onwealth, who 
will take this ground. 
W hat does the 2nd nrticle o f the 
Bill o f Rights say ? 
“ N o person shall he hurt, molest­ 
ed, or restrained, in his person, liberty, or estate, for 
his religious professions or sentim ents.” 
On this pedes­ 
tal w e rear the statue o f liberty, and on this will the 
principles of this bill stand. 
For the last half century w e have been continually 
improving in regard to religious liberty. 
Look at the 
history of our com m onwealth, and what do w e see ? 
Formerly Baptists were proscribed ; and they were 
obliged to flee the state to keep their ears on their 
heads. 
Roger W illiam s fled from this colony, 
and 
found 
a resting place just over the line. 
He call­ 
ed the place Providence in reference to hia provi­ 
dential deliverance, and a great town has now unsen 
there, bearing the same name. 
Methodists have strug­ 
gled against difficulties. 
Unitarians have been denied 
the christain's name, and in som e places have been sub­ 
ject to disabilities. 
Even in som e parts o f our own 
country at the present day, some people would be as 
much frightened at the sight o f a Unitarian, us though 
they had seen a ghost. 
But, Sir, after all that has been said on the other 
side, there must be something done. 
There is a great 
inconsistency in our Courts ol Justice, which w e ought 
no longer to permit. 
Men are now sometimes called 
upon by the Courts to lestify in regard to their own re­ 
ligious opinions. 
T he Courts are obliged to believe 
them , in order to say th ey are not w o rth y to be be­ 
lieved. 
T his ha9 been repeatedly done. 
They ask a 
man if he is an Atheist. 
He says he is. 
T hey believe 
him ; and then, because he has told the tru th , they 
declare th e y can p u t no confidence in w h a t he says. 
Is there propriety in this custom o f the Courts ? 
But if 
the man will lie,— if he will hypocritically conceal, or 
deny his real faith, then forsooth he is a good witness. 
Mr Speaker, (said Mr W .) I hold that a man is to be 


o f the greatest importance. 
E very one familiar with 
•the history o f philosophy, well knew that the greatest 
diversity o f Opinion had ever existed in relation to the 
single question— W hat constitutes a disbelief in a Su­ 
preme Overruling Power? 
Or, in shorter words, what 
is an At heist ? 
W as not Spinosi, fifty years ago, unani­ 
mously denounced, throughout Germ any, as nn Atheist, 
for advancing opinions, which are now generally b e ­ 
lieved there, equally by believers and unbelievers— 
alike believed by Christians and Skeptics. 
Although 
this example relates to an ago gone bv, it 
is precisely 
npposile, us an illustration o f the principle. 
Suppose 
one of our judges entertained tho opinion, that Spinosi, 
from his doctrines, was an Atheist ; must he not set him 
aside— yes, set him aside, for opinions that at another 
day will not be controverted, but embraced by Christiana 
oi every sect. 
Pope, too, had been denounced as an Athiest, for 
certain sentiments contained in bis Easav on Man.— 
T h e Essay was said to he an Atheistical composition, 
dictated by Lord Bolingbroke. 
H e was in simple terms 
called an Atheist, for the opinions expressed in a work 
which Christians now put into the hands of their chil­ 
dren. 
One Bishop attacked the Essay, and denounced 
its author, and another Bishop defended the hook and 
the author, and made out the one to be good Christiani­ 
ty, and the other a good Christian. 
W ho then shall 
decide on a theological point, when Doctors of Divini­ 
ty disagree? 
W hat would Pope’s fate, as a witness, 
have been, if the Judge before whom he offered to tes­ 
tify, happened to he on the wrong side for him ? 
A 
Judge coinciding with one Bishop would exclude him , 
as an Atheist, while the Judge agreeing with the other 
would admit him as a Christian to testify. 
Sir Is aac N ew ton, who was so habitually devout 
that he never heard the name o f the Supreme Being 
spoken without almost instinctivelyhowing with rever­ 
ence, was charged by a most exemplary Christian, 
Lord Mnnboddo, with being an Atheist ; and his Lord­ 
ship wrote a quarto volume to prove that N ew ton’s 
sublime system was Atheistical. 
Such was tha power­ 
ful influence o f church dogmas in that age, that Sir 
Isaac expressed in a confidential letter his fears to 
uvow certain opinions, because he thought they favored 
the Atomic theory, and he was apprehensive that he 
might be denounced as an Epicurean, which was then 
synonym ous with Atheism . 
Suppose one o f our Judges 
were o f Lord M onboddo’s opinion, must he not exclude 
Sir Isaac, if he presented him self as a witness ? 
In farther illustration o f this point, Mr. Rantoul re­ 
ferred to opinions entertained at this very day in Eng­ 
land. 
T here, in the established church, a belief in tlm 
Trinity was necessary to the belief in God, and to deny 
a belief in tfie Trinity was to deny a belief in God; 
and quite recently a Lord Chancellor had decided that 
Unitarians were not Christians. 
Mr R . adverted to 
a whole nation, in China, where the state religion deni­ 
ed the existence o f a G od, separate from the Universe, 
and yet the business of the government was carried on 
regularly, though by our law not an individual o f the 
nation would be entiled to belief as a witness. 
He also 


believed according to Ins general character for truth 
and veracity. 
This is the only safe criterion ; and I 
believe our Courts will be continually imposed upon, 
and the course of justice will be im peded, until this is 
made the only standard by w hich wo shall regulate our 
confidence in human testimony. 
W ith those remarks, I leave this bill in the hands o f 
the house. 
Let them do by it, us they judge best— 1 
will not compluin. 


touched upon the absurdity of asking a witness if he be­ 
lieves in God, and then rejecting him ;— they must be­ 
lieve he tells the tru th , when he states tho fact, on ac­ 
count of which they reject him as unworthy o f belief. 
Mr Rantoul next cited from the C o nstitution, w hich 
provides that no one which shall be hurt, molested, or 
1 estrained on nornnnt o f hm rrriigiou* belief. 
Vm 
depriving a witness o f the protection o f his oath, virtu­ 
ally makes an outlaw o f him. 
Suppose a man, pro­ 
fessing Christianity, knocks down and beats an A th eist, 
there being no other person present ; the man profess­ 
ing principles supposed to be Atheistical goes to Court 
with bis complaint, with the marks and bruises on his 
person, corroborating bis statement, and nothing but 
bis statement is wanting to make out beyond all con­ 
tradiction the offence ? 
Can he make that statement ? 
No ; he cannot open his mouth. 
T ho judge says lo 
him— “ Hold your tongue ; you, in my opinion, are 
an Atheist,” 
Thus the Christian goes unscathed, and 
at liberty to hurt, m olest, abuse, and assault any and 
every man accounted an Atheist, that he may feel hos­ 
tile to, if there be not a third party and a Christian 
present. 
B ut,said Mr Rantoul, it is not only the alleged athe­ 
ist who may suffer by this practical outlawry. 
He 
should be allowed to testify even for the protection o f 
Christians. 
Suppose a Christian be murdered in the 
presence o f an Atheist, and that Atheist be the only 
witness to the deed. 
T he murderer must escape— the 
crime is veiled in impenetrable darkness - the Atheist’s 
mouth is shut. 
Not only is the Atheist therefore de­ 
prived o f the protection o f the law, but the Christian is 
also. 
In its effhet it is worse than outlawry. 
Mr R. com mented forcibly upon a remark made by 
one of the Judges of the Supreme Court, that it was the 
duty of a man to conceal infidel sentim ents— his duty, 
said Mr R . to he a hypocrite ! 
If it be a man’s duly, 
said Mr R ., to be a hypocrite in one situation, might 
he not also conceive it to he Ins duty in another ? — 
might not occasions arise, where he might even think 
it his duty to play the hypocrite on 
the bench, tf he 
chanced to he a judge.
